Mrs. Lavln got her 
thre° children around her and opened

FIRE COMPANIES CONFUSED. 
By the time the fire department ar-

paid a visit to the house this morning 
the sight which met his eyes wns a 
most pitiable one.

children were In the house of a neigh- 
bor. Mrs. Marchand wim almost pros- 
trated with grief and could not hide 
her tenrv. There was practically noth- 
ing of value left In her tenement but a 
kitchen stove.

XO PLACE TO SLBKP. 


One of tho little boys came into the 


house whllo the reporter wns there and 
snlil. "Mamma, where arc we going, to 
sleep tonight?" It was too much for 
, the poor woman and nho'gave way to 
!grief. It was only after her husband 
Iliad spoken some comforting words to 
j her that she was quieted. Tho family 
did not carry a cent of Insurance, ev- 
erything being n total loss. 


Thn Lavln family did not carry any 


Insurance cither, but their loss will not 
bo as great as that of the family down 
stnlrs. • 


If the fire had occurred In tho night 


there Is little or no doubt thnt tho ma- 
jority of the occupants 
would have 


been either suffocated 
or burned to 


death, for tho fire broko out on tho 
other side of the partition of tho bed- 
room where the children slept. 


The cnuso of the fire Is unknown. It 


may have 
been caused by ratH and 


matches or else n match 
may have 


been accidentally dropped In tho closet 
setting flre to tho clothing.

As the law now stands tho humane societies can prosecute for cruel treat- 
ment of horses; but cannot seize and kill any horso because of being In bad 
"condition.
